To:  THE  CHAIRMAN  and  MEMBERS  of  the  ARLINGTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  report  of  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  51*t  December  196? 9 

According  to  the  Re gi strar -General 5 s mid-June  Estimate  of  Population 
the  population  for  Adlington  was  4630,  which  is  70  more  than  last  year's 
figure . 


The  number  of  live  Births  assignable  to  the  District  was  02  - 3 more 
than  in  1968  and  this  figure  has  only  been  reached  once  before  in  1 964.  This 
gives  a Birth  Rate  for  the  Urban  District  of  19*7  per  1000  population  (adjusted 
19.7)  compared  with  a Birth  Rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  of  16.3. 

The  number  of  Deaths  attributable  to  the  District  was  64  which  is  21 
more  than  in  the  previous  year,  giving  a Death  Rate  of  13.7  per  1000  (adjusted 
14.2)  compared  with  the  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11.?®  Of  these 
deaths,  1 was  93,  6 were  83  or  more,  j were  80  or  more,  9 were  73  or  more  and 
9 were  65  or  more.  There  was  one  death  from  Suicide  and  one  from  an  accident. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  was  10  - two  less  than 
last  year.  Coronary  artery  disease  was  responsible  for  the  deaths  of  13  person 
4 of  these  being  under  63  years  cf  age. 

There  was  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  of  age  against  2 lest 
year.  This  gives  an  infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  11.0  compared  with  I6e0  per 
1000  live  births  for  the  country  as  a whole.  There  were  no  Stillbirths  as 
against  two  in  1968. 

The  number  of  oases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  was  17  as  against  79 
in  1968  - 4 Scarlet  Fever,  6 Measles,  2 Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  3 Infective 
Jaundice. 

The  County  Health  Clinic  in  Railway  Road  is  increasingly  well -used, 
Chiropody  is  available  for  old  people  and  registered  handicapped  persons. 

Fourteen  applications  for  grants  to  improve  houses  were  received 
during  the  year  from  owner-occupiers  of  houses  lacking  some  or  ail  of  the 
Standard  Amenities. 

Considerable  private  development  is  taking  place.  Work  is  proceeding 
on  two  private  development  estates  which  involve  185  dwellings  - .these 'were 
started  before  1969.  Ten  houses  were  under  construction  on  plots  of  land 
individually  leased  by  tne  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  a layout  for 
another  private  development  scheme  comprising  20  dwellings  had  been  approved. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  in  January  into  a scheme  for  Sewage  Disposal,  but 
unfortunately,  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  there  had  been  no  material  progress. 
The  need  for  the  improvement  of  sewage  disposal  facilities  in  the  area  is  a 
matter  of  extreme  urgency, 

Theperiodic  Survey  of  the  District  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  of 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  Department  continued  during  the  year. 

A Mass  Radiography  was  carried  out  on  24th1  and  25th  November  and 
2nd  December  1969  when  648  persons  attended  for  Chest  X-Ray. 

Other  matters  dealing  with  environmental  conditions  are  dealt  with  in 
the  report. 
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I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance  I 
receive  from  Mr,  A.  Livesey,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor, 
and  of  the  willing  co-operation  of  other  members  of  the  Staff,  I am 
also  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  the  support  and  consideration  extended  to  me,

Tuberculosis 

Two  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  added  to  the  Register 
during  the  year,  3 men  who  were  on  the  Register  died  during  the  year  (eges 
73,  66  and  6l) : only  in  the  case  of  the  man  aged  73  was  Tuberculosis  given  as 
the  cause  of  death. 


The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  1969  was  3 of 
which  4 were  pulmonary  and  one  was  non-pulmonary. 
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Measles 

Reference  was  made  in  my  last  report  to  the  introduction  of  the  vaccination 
scheme  against  Measles,  and  parents  of  children  who  had  not  had  Measles  were 
urged  to  take  advantage  of  this.  Unfortunately,  supplies  of  the  vaccine  ho came 
short  and  the  scheme  did  not  get  going  properly.  Supplies  have  recently  improved, 
however,  and  it  is  hoped  that  parents  will  now  have  their  children  protected 
against  Measles  so  that  this  disease  may  be  eradicated  as  has  been  practically 
so  with  several  other  infectious  diseases.  Vaccination  against  Measles  involves 
one  injection  only,  and  is  available  from  G-eneral  Medical  Practitioners,  Welfare 
Centres  and  School  Clinics,  It  must  be  stressed,  however,  that  vaccination  and 
immunisation  against  Smallpox,  Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis,  Tetanus  and  Whooping 
Cough  are  still  as  vitally  important  as  ever. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  provided  (l)  from  Blackrod  Reservoir  by 
arrangement  with  Blackrod  Urban  District  Council,  and  (2)  from  a tapping  of  the 
Thirlmere  Aqueduct  by  arrangement  with  Manchester  Corporation.  The  supplies 
are  interchangeable  and  complementary. 


Both  supplies  are  chlorinated. 


During  the  year  20  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  results  were  satisfactory. 


Two  samples  of  water  - one  from  each  supplier  - were  sent  for  chemical 
analysis  - details  are  given  below: -

Both  samples  are  free  from  copper,  lead  and  zinc.  The  amount  of  iron 
present  in  both  samples  is  less  than  the  limit  of  0.3  per  million  usually 
accepted  for  this  metal.  The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  in  both  cases  is 
considerably  less  t han  the  optimum  quantity  of  one  part  per  million  for 
fluoridated  waters. 


Every  house  in  the  Urban  District  has  a "mains"  supply  of  water.  During 
the  year  ended  31st  December  1969,  81, 439, 000  gallons  were  consumed  for  all 
purposes,  giving  an  average  daily  consumption  for  all  purposes  of  47.7  gallons 
per  head  of  the  population. 


After  deducting  12,970,000  gallons  supplied  by  meter  to  various  premises 
this  gives  an  average  of  A0. 08  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  domestic  use. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 


Only  30  outlying  properties  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system. 

These  are  in  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  8 being  farms.  Most  of  those 
properties  have  septic  tanks.  Only  3 houses  are  not  on  a water  carriage  system. 


Sewage  Disx>osal  is  by  precipitation  and  filtration  over  3 coke  filters  at 
the  Sewage  Works  at  Harrisons  farm.  The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River 
Douglas . 

The  Adlington  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  been  seriously  overloaded  for  a 
considerable  time.  The  condition  of  the  Works  is  also  having  the  effect  of 
restricting  development  in  the  area.  The  need  for  improvement  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  facilities  in  the  Urban  District  is  a matter  of  extreme  urgency.  A 
local  Inquiry  was  held  in  January  1969  into  a scheme  to  construct  a trunk 
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sewer  along  the  Douglas  Valley  to  convey  Mld_ngton  sewage  into  the  Wigan  Disposal 
Plant,  Consultations  with  a local  firm  regarding  their  trade  effluent  are  still 
taking  place, 

Defuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

1342  moveable  dustbins  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  Local  Authority,  The 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

The  disposal  of  household  refuse  is  becoming  an  increasing  problem  and  new 
sites  for  disposal  of  refuse  will  be  required  wi 
being  made  to  investigate  all  possible  sites,

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

Approximately  800  of  the  houses  are  pre-1914*  many  are  stone  built,  all 
have  slated  roofs,  and  are  mainly  cf  the  2 or  3 bedroom  terraced  type,  the 
cider  ones  without  bathrooms  or  hot  water  systems  originally,  but  many  of  these 
have  now  been  modernised  as  they  became  owner-occupied,  and  since  the  Grants 
Scheme  has  been  in  operation  123  houses  have  been  improved  to  full  standard. 

Less  than  200  houses  and  shops  with  living  accommodation  (other  than 
Council  houses)  are  rented  property,  most  of  these  are  reasonably  well-  moint- 
tained.  Most  of  the  owner-occupied  houses  are  well  maintained. 
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Since  1945  there  have  been  634  dwellings  built  — both  Counril-orcied 
and  private. 

During  the  year  A6  dwellings  were  completed  for  private  owners,  and 
30  dwellings  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  I960*  Fork  is  proceed- 
ing on  two  private  estates,  which  when  completed  will  comprise  185  dwellings 
(houses  and  bungalows)  some  of  these  being  already  completed. 

The  Council  have  land  at  drove  Field  which  is  leased  to  private 
persons  cn  which  to  build  a house  to  their  own  design  and  for  their  own 
occupation.  At  the  end  of  the  year  ten  houses  were  under  construction  on 
this  land,  and  the  Council  proposes  to  lease  further  ploi3  in  the  coming 
year* 


Overcrowding:  and  Housing  31 

During  the  year  40  applications  - 31  fen  houses  and  9 
one-bedroom  flats  were  received.

During  the  year  9 Council  houses  and  5 old  people’s  bungalows  were 
re-let  to  applicants  on  the  Housing  List.  One  applicant  was  from,  outside 
the  district. 


There  are  no  known  cases  cf  overcrowding  in  the  District. 

The  Old  People's  Bung  cl.  cws  in  drove  Avenue,  which  are  warden-controlled, 
have  become  an  integral  part  of  the  community,  and  the  scheme  is  proving  very 
successful.  Much  of  the  credit  for  the  smooth  working  of  the  scheme  is  due 
to  the  Warden,  Mrs.  Lowe. 


Future  Housing  Programme 

Preliminary  plans  for  the  re. development  cf  Farnworth  Street  have  been 
considered  by  the  Council  and  approved  in  principle.  Detailed  plans  are 
to  be  considered  in  the  New  Year.
